Hie following information waa volunteered by 
SA John J. Heidtko, Mow Agonts Class 16, who has boon assigned 
to Butte as first office, following a locture during which 
questions were asked concerning captioned case. SA Heidtko 
stated that in 1966 when ho was working in law enforcement la 
Covina, California, he had occasion to contact Mr. Dan 
Cotterman of the magazine "Gun World.” 

Incidental to this contact, Mr. Cotterman related 
the following: During the Sumroor of 1963, ho received a letter , 

from a man whose last name ho recalls as Oswald. The writer f \ i 
inquired about the most effective ammunition for hunting with K , J 
a 6.5 millimotdr Mannlichcr-Carcano rifle. Cotterman recalls I, 
that ho replied to the letter, giving tho requested information. * 
Subsequent to the assassination of President Kennedy, Cotterman ft 
looked for tho Incoming lottor, since ho believed it was from \J 
subject, but was unable to locate it. 

8A Heidtko stated ho was in Cotterman’s office and 
noted tho desk was piled high with papers. Ho said he could 
jjnderstnnd why Cotterman could not find the letter. SA Heidtko 
furnished this for information.

SA Heidtke furnished this information to SA T. N. Goble 
of the Soviet Section. In the interest of thoroughness, we * 
should talk to Cotterman. He might still have Oswald’s letter 
and could possibly later publish it. We cannot afford to bo 
placed in the position of not having taken the step of talking 
to Cotterman, even at this late date. 
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
